Expert Says 
Upstream 
Dams First

Protection of water resources 


is the biggest conseivation prob- 
lem in the nation, according to 
Dr Paul B. Sears, chairman of 
the conservation program at Yale 
Uni\eisitj. 


Dr. Sears is giving a series of 
lettuies in the student convoca- 
tion scues on the University of 
Nebraska campus 


In conserving water there is a 
place foi both the large, mam- 
stem dam and the small, up- 
•-tieam dam, Sears said But, he 
emphasized, there is "great dan- 
ger" in large dams without soil 
and water control measures on 
the uplands. He added that there 
is no danger in land control with- 
out large dams 


"THERE IS nothing to be lost 
in starting control measures at 
the edges of a watershed and 
working t o w a r d the main 
stream," the conservationist said 
He explained that this prevents 
siltation of leservoirs when dams 
aie built later At the same time, 
he said, it protects the soil. 
Thei e is an advantage to hav- 


ing people in a watershed work 
out a plan for their own solu- 
tion " Sears said. "If they don't,

SEARS, who is also acting 
head of the department of botany 
at Yale was once a graduate 
student at the University of Ne- 
braska and taught there for a 
time during the 1920s The con 
servation program he heads at 
Yale is a graduate course de- 
signed to make specialists in all 
fields conscious of the need for 
resource conservation in private 
industry.
